Craft your perfect 
social media bio 


That blurb in the 
“about” section of 
your social media 
profile is small but 
mighty Never assume 
people skip over 
them, because in my 
experience they’re 
widely read. 

In fact, I’ve had 
plenty of people 
tell me that they 
followed me based 
solely on my bio. You 
can learn a lot about someone from that little 
intro, and it can make the difference between 
getting a job and being passed over. 

I’ve often compared social media with 
happy hour. You wouldn’t walk up to people 
and just start talking mid-sentence without 
any context, right? That’s what happens 
when your social media accounts have no 
bio— it’s a blank space where people wonder 
who the heck you are, what you do and how 
you got there. 

Here are some things to keep in mind 
when it comes to crafting the perfect bio: 

FOCUS ON YOUR EXPERTISE 

Your bio space is precious, so this is not a 
place to be general. What are you good at? 
What would you want an employer to know 
about you in a glance? That’s what you want 
in your bio. 

REMEMBER: THIS IS YOUR 
FIRST IMPRESSION 

You have a small space to make a big splash, 
so instead of being focused on filling every 
inch of available space, say what you want 
and need to say in the most coherent way 
possible. Make the person want to click to 
learn more about you. 

KEYWORDS FIRST 

Think search engine optimization when 
you’re thinking of bios, and think of what’s 
likely to pop up in search. Put the most 
important words at the beginning to ensure 


the search engines pick up what matters. So 
never go this route in a bio: “Hi, my name is 
Scott Kleinberg and I am ...” You probably 
don’t want to put my name in your bio any- 
way but the point remains: Save the casual 
conversation for happy hour. 

JUST SAY NO TO BUZZWORDS 

Nothing wastes more space in a bio— and 
everywhere else— than buzzwords. Even 
if you’re really a customer-centric thought 
leader who’s willing to take a deep dive in the 
name of transparency, that isn’t the way to 
sell your bio. 

BIOS WILL VARY IN SIZE 
DEPENDING ON PLATFORM 

There’s no consistency between platforms, 
so you’ll have to check when you start typing 
how much room you have. Twitter must have 
been feeling generous on bio-creation day 
allowing i6o characters instead of the typical 
140. Linkedin allows much more room. 

UPDATE IT OFTEN 

Nothing makes you look more dated and 
out of the loop than a bio referring to things 
that were popular years ago. Take a good look 
at your bio every few months. A good rule 
of thumb: You should check your privacy 
settings once a quarter. When you do that, 
glance at your bio and make sure it doesn’t 
need to be refreshed/updated. 

HERE’S AN EXAMPLE 

This is my Twitter bio: Social media editor, 
Chicago Tribune. Nationally syndicated 
#SoSocial columnist. Journalist. WGN Ra- 
dio contributor. Apple expert. Photographer, 
80s fanatic. 

Keywords and most important informa- 
tion first, then the rest. Share your bio with 
hashtag #SoSocial. I’ll happily give you an 
honest opinion as to how it looks.

Survey: Problem 
drinking on the rise

Alcohol problems affect almost 33 million 
adults and most have never sought treatment, 
according to a government survey that sug- 
gests rates have increased in recent years. 

The study is the first national estimate 
based on a new term, “alcohol use disorder,” 
in a widely used psychiatric handbook that 
was updated in 2013. 

Five things to know about the research 
published earlier this month in the journal 
JAMA Psychiatry: 

DEFINING ALCOHOL PROBLEMS 

The revised handbook defines problem drink- 
ers or those with the disorder as people with at 
least two of ii symptoms, including frequent 
hangovers, failed attempts to limit drink- 
ing and drinking that harms performance at 
work, school or home. The new handbook 
combined alcohol abuse and dependence 
(which had been separate disorders), added 
craving as one symptom and eliminated alco- 
hol-related legal problems as another. 

THE NUMBERS 

Researchers from the National Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism asked 36,000 
adults during 2012 or 2013 about their drink- 
ing habits. About 14 percent were current 
or recent problem drinkers, and 30 percent 
had been at some point in their lives. Based 
on those figures, nationally nearly 33 million 
adults are current or recent problem drinkers, 
and almost 69 million have been at some point. 

Mild drinking problems were 
most common, while 14 percent 
had experienced severe drinking 
problems. 

Using the old definition, the 
rates were 13 percent for cur- 
rent or recent problem drink- 
ing and 44 percent for lifetime 
prevalence— up from 9 percent 
and 30 percent in the agency’s 
2001-02 survey 

HEAVY DRINKING 

Nearly 40 percent of adults surveyed said they 
had engaged in binge drinking— downing at 
least five drinks in a day at least once in the past 
year, up from 31 percent in the earlier survey 

WHO’S DRINKING? 

Drinking problems were most prevalent 


NO CUP CELEBRATION CONCERNS 

When the Blackhawks won the Stanley Cup 
Final on Monday, victory carried with it 
potential challenges for left winger Daniel 
Carcillo and Blackhawks backup goalie 
Scott Darling. 

Both have battled alcoholism. And both 
said they weren’t concerned with the 
temptations, which include the presence 
and consumption of alcohol, that come with 
winning a championship 

“I don’t think about that stuff,” Carcillo 
said. “Even though you’re not playing, 
you’re not planning a party. You’re with 
these guys and kind of live vicariously 
through them.” 

Darling, too, said he wouldn’t be 
uncomfortable during any celebrations, 
that he’s savoring the moments sober. 

“All that stuff is not even part of my life 
anymore,” Darling said. “[Being around 
alcohol] is not even an issue anymore.”

among men, whites and Native Americans. 
Low-income adults, those younger than 30 
and those who never married also had rela- 
tively high rates. Problem drinking also was 
more common among city 
dwellers than among those in 
rural areas, while the West and 
Midwest had higher rates than 
other regions. 

*STIGMA AND DENIAL’ 

Dr. George Koob, director of 
the federal agency that did the 
survey, said that it’s unclear why 
problem drinking has increased 
but that many people underes- 
timate the dangers of excessive 
alcohol. Many won’t seek help because of 
“stigma and denial,” and many don’t realize 
that medications and behavior treatments 
can help. 

“There’s a lore that there’s only Alcoholics 
Anonymous out there, and that’s not true,” he 
said.

There was no greater 
feeling for me as a 
kid than walking into 
Madison Square Gar- 
den for a New York 
Rangers game. 

I grew up in central 
New Jersey and — de- 
spite being closer to 
the New Jersey Dev- 
ils — my family and I 
were Rangers fans all 
the way Game tickets 
and player jerseys 
were given to us as 
Christmas gifts, and games were always on 
the TV I was only 7 when the Rangers won 
the Stanley Cup in 1994. And as a fan of that 
team, I’m not sure there’s a better moment in 
history than Game 7 against the Devils in the 
conference finals. The moment comes down 
to broadcaster Howie Rose’s call:

“Matteau swoops in to intercept. Matteau 
behind the net, swings it in front, he scores!

It still gives me the chills to this day (Trust 
me, I watched the 1994 Stanley Cup Champi- 
ons commemorative VHS almost daily) 

But my love for the sport waned as I got 
older. We started going to more baseball and 
basketball games. And after a while, hockey 
just wasn’t a sport I watched anymore. 

By the time I moved to Chicago, I had 
been to just one hockey game in at least 
10 years. It was an Arizona Coyotes (the 
Phoenix Coyotes at the time) game, and it 
was just meh. I don’t remember being blown 
away by it. Was the sport not the same? 

As soon as I got to the Windy City people 
kept telling me, “You have to experience a 
Blackhawks game.”

He talked to me about 
how much he loved the Hawks and asked me 
if I had bought my press badge outside the 
UC. We had a good laugh, and I was sad I had 
to leave to keep working. 

Whenever the Hawks would score, the 
fans would celebrate with anyone who was 
around them at the time. The United Center 
felt like a party with the largest family in the 


world. Even the security guards at the United 
Center knew how big the games were. Dur- 
ing Game 4 vs. Anaheim, I wished a security 
guard a happy game day He looked at me and 
said, “We’ve gotta win this one, darlin’, or 
we’re done.” 

The culture around the Blackhawks was 
something I’ve never experienced. Even after 
all the long nights in the office after triple 
overtimes and late nights at the United Cen- 
ter, I loved hockey I was tired— never tired 
of the Backhawks— and I genuinely loved 
hockey Had being a part of the Blackhawks 
playoff season made me realize what I had 
been missing all these years? 

Yes. The Chicago Blackhawks had made 
me a hockey fan. Again. 

And that’s the thing about Chicago: You 
can be a bandwagon fan. It doesn’t really 
matter. As long as you’re clad in Blackhawks 
gear and cheering, you’re a part of this big 
family And there’s nothing quite like family
